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and withdzawe them ſedicioullp from their dueties and allegiance due to her Mateftie , 
as thetr onlpe ſoueraigne, Foz redzeſle hereof, lpke as of late tyme ſome mylde example 
bath ben made in the ftarre chaumber at ueſtminſter, tn cozrection of certayne perſons 
founde faultte in the ſecrete diſpearſing,buxing, and allowing of ſundzy of the Capde ſeditt- 
ous bookes : So her Paieſtie meaning of her clemencte netther to haye any aduaun. 
tage taken foz thinges herein alredy paſt,noz aniyher honeſt and quiet ſubtectes to be en* 
tangled with the lyke hereafter fo; lacke of admonition in due tyme : wylleth and earneſt» 
tre chargeth allmaner of perſons, to fozbeare vtterly from the ble oz dealing with any ſuch 
ſeditious bookes,made 0 any perſon, contayning matter derogatozie to the 
ſoueraigne efkate of her Paieſtie,oz tmpugning the ozders and rites efkabliſhed by lawe fox 
Chiittſanreligion anddeuine ſeruice within this Realme, oz otherwyſe y:ring andnou- 
riſhing matter tending to ſedition: and that ſuch as alredy haue any of the ſapyde bookes, 
ſhall p:cſent, 02 cauſe to be pzeſented the ſayde bookes, within twentie andeyght dayes af- 
kcr the publiſhing of this pzoclamatton, to the byſhop of the dioceſſe, 02 ozdinarie of the 
place, and to receaue of hym a teſtimontall of the tyme of the deliuerie thereof:and without 
exprelle licence in wzpting of the ſayde byſhop oz ozdinarie, oz ſome archbyſhop, oz other 
byhop ofthe Kealme, not to kepe 02 reade any ſeditious bookes, vpon payne of her Pate» 
ſies grecuous tndignation, and to be punilhed ſeuerely, as the qualitte and circumſtaun- 
ces of the offence (hall requtre and deſerue,
